A further examination of the premises disclosed 
a vote lett by the wife, addressed to Mr. Mayer, 
stating in substance, that on account of his cruel 
treatment, she could stay with him no longer.

If 
the police be called in to aid the furtherance of 
a great reform, it isindispensably necessary that 
the friends vf the measure be furnished with ac- 
tual facts and figures, and not statements as illo- 
gical as they are obviously inaccurate, the effect 
of which will be to strengthen the hands of their 
opponents in their endeavors to accomplish the 
enactment of a much needed law.

Horrors oF Asortion.—A part of the mis- 
sion of this paper is to persistently trace vice to 
its inmost lairs, and no matter what adventitious 
wrappings enshroud it, to drag the screen aside 
and let our thousands of readers behold crime in 
all its hideous deformity. The wide-spread popu- 
Jarity of the Nationa Potice Gazette, together 
with its enormous and increasing circulation, 
amply atteat the vigilance and tenacity with which 
it has pursued and adhered to its prime object; 
undeterred by the snarls and yelps of the whipped 
curs who have felt the weight of our inexorable 
lash. But of the various degrees of social in- 
famy which, as journalists, have engaged our at- 
tention from time to time, if there be one more 
odious in its every aspect than another, it is the 
present, damnable, wide-spread sin of abortion— 
a crime denounced of God and man, and which 
we have never failed to denounce as it deserves 
and point out the inevitable results of its prac- 
tice. We have written often, and a great deal, 
upon this curse of the present day, but not a line 
too much. In our endeavors to lessen this evil 
and subject to merited punishment the guilty 
offenders against a great canon of the Creator, 
promulgated for the perpetuity of the species, we 
certainly shall never tire. We revert once more 
to this most painful topic, in view of a valuable 
paper upon the subject, published in the Detroit 
Review of Medicine and Pharmacy, and recently 
read by Dr. Stewart before the Wayne Co., Mich., 
Medical Society.

It seems that 
in Massachusetts abortion has become so prev- 
alent, that the annual increase of the native popu- 
lation by birth falls below the death rate, so that 
the State is dependent upon the foreign popula- 
tion, not only for its increase, but actually to 
preserve it from depopulation.

‘A very much larger F sig rtion become con- 
firmed invalids, perhaps for life.’ 8rd. ‘The ten- 
dency to serious and often fatal organic disease, as 
cancer, is rendered so much greater at the so-called 
turn of life.’ Among the diseases incident to abor- 
tion, we will mention some only of the more fre- 
quently observed, viz: congestions, ulcerations, 

exions, versions and other displacements, with 
amenorrhea, dismennorhoa, menorrhagia and ster- 
ility. Not unfrequently it happens that this inter- 
ruption of the regularity of those laws which govern 
gestation, renders it dificult and sometimes impos- 
sible for the offender ever afterward to attain to its 
full period. How does nature thus avenge berself 
for the ruthless act, by relentlessly holding the 
guilty party to the peualty of her broken ordinance, 

o the practiced eye of the physician the peculiar 
care-worn and broken-down appesrance of many, 
even a strange-faced female, tell unmistakably of 
this breach of her law, the offence often aggravated 
by a sacrilegions invasion of her most secret and 
purest shrine.”

DARING ATTEMPT TO BREAK JAIL—A DESPERATE RAZOR 
FIGHT BETWEEN NEGBOES—-MISCELLANEOUS CRIMI- 


NAL NEWS. 
Detzorr, Feb. 9, 1867. 
Much excitement was created in certain eircles 


of Tuesday, wherein the conduct of the Superintend- 
ent of the House of Correction, Brockway, in refer- 
ence to a female who had formerly been an inmate 
of that institution, was very severely commented 
upon. The name of this female is Annie Schmidt, 
a courtesan of the most undeniable stamp, who has 
served several terms iu the public institution to 
which reference has been made. On Monday Annie 
was sent =o her fourth term, for a period of six 
months. fore her conviction, however, she stated 
to several persons that she was encienie, and that her 
condition was attributable to the officer above men- 
tioned. She entered into details, and her story be- 
ing told in a straightforward way, gained general 
credence. Hence the article in the Union, which 
caused a great commotion among our city officials. 
An investigation of the facte was at once ordered 
and promptly made. The woman Schmidt was ex- 
amined, and the falsity of the statement by which 
she had imposed upon credulous witnesses, to the 
detriment of an officer sans , at once made 
apparent. Thus the scandal-mongers have been 
cheated of a delicious tit-bit, and the character of 
an incorruptible official vindicated. 

ATTEMPTED JAIL DELIVERY, 

—13 among a number of the prisoners at the 
jail effect an escape, was this week discovered 
and frustrated by the turnkey, upon the eve of its 
execution. The author of the plot was Dennis 
Stockwell, a notorious individual, who is now con- 
fined on the two charges of bigamy and adultery. 
Stockwell, since his confinement, had been fequcet- 
ly visited by his wife, Ellen Stovkwell, alias Carroll, 
who contrived to smuggle into him two case knives, 
filed with teeth, and the blade of a razor, beside a 
bottle of aquafortis, for softening the iron bars of 
his cell. Stockwell, thus supplied with the means 
of escape, communicated his plans to a number of 
prisoners, confined on the most various charges, all 
of whom readily entered into the plot.. The attempt 
was fixed for Sunday night, as then the turnkey does 
not sleep within the building. Aquafortis was to be 
apphed to the iron bars of one of the windows, 
which were to be sawed through. Through the 
aperture the plotters were to make their way into 
the yard, whence escape to the street would be easy. 
Fortunately the turnkey received some inkling of the 
attempted escape, and instituted a rigi? search for 
tools. The result was that the bottle and other im- 
plements were discovered. Stockwell’s wife was 
promptly arrested, and has been held for trial.

Considerable 
effort was made to get him baptized by immersion, 
but none of the clergymen would perform the cere- 
mony as there were m&ny and good reasons for 
doubting the sincerity of his repentance. He cer- 
tainly within but a few days hefore his execution at- 
tempted to justify the crime he had committed.

On Friday, the day appointed for the execu- 
tion, an immense crowd assembled before the doors 
of the Sheriff's house for hours before they were 
thrown open. The Sheriff exhorted them before 
the doors were thrown open to preserve order and 
decorum, and announced that no disorderly person 
or none under the influence of liquor would be ad- 
mitted. All the preparations for the execution were 
made by about 11 o'clock, a. m., and a few minutes 
after, the doors of the hall of the Sheriff's house 
were thrown open, and _ twelve hundred or thirteen 
hundred people were admitted to the jail yard.

Row at a Hackmen’s Ball. 


On Monday of last week an affair transpired at the 
Everett Rooms, corner of Broadway and Thirty- 
fourth street, which has excited much comment, 
and the result of which has called forth much indig- 
pation on the part of the police, especially those 
concerned with the atla ir. 

On the evening of the day in question a ball of the 
Hackney Coachmen’s Association was held at the 
Everett Rooms. As is usual in the case of such af- 
fairs, a bar was sponed and liquors were dispensed 
freely. During the evening the police entered the 
place, and arrested the bartender on the charge of 
selling liquor without a license. 

The hackmen interfered and attempted to prevent 
it, but the policoman—Roundsman Arthur Roach, of 
the Twenty-ninth Precinct—succeeded at last in 
conveying the man to the station house. Again, 
after three o’clock, the roundsman entered the ball- 
room to see if the bar was still open. He found a 
man behind the bar selling liquor, and he attempted 
to arrest him, but he was set upon by the hackmen, 
severely beaten, his eye badly cut, and finally thrown 
down stairs. 

The roundsman returned to the station house and 
reported. ‘The sergeant incommand sent a platoon 
of men with the roundsman, and he re-entered the 

-room, when the nackmen, thinking he was 
alone, set upon him again unmercifully. At this 
juncture the platoon of policenren started in, and 
then ensued à scene which almost deties descrip- 
tion. The police used their clubs well, and gave the 
hackmeu a thorough beating. Finally, Hugh Mc- 
Donald, J. W. Barry, Richard Barrett and Owen Tre- 
vens were arrested and taken to the station house, 
Such are the facts represented by the police.’ On the 
— morning they were committed for trial by 
Justice Dodge, and subsequently arraigned in the 
Court of Special Sessions, where, after the testimo- 
ny was given, the accused were discharged, and tho 
Sergeant of the Court recommended to bring the 
conduct of the policemen to the notice of the Com- 
missioners. Here is justice! After policemen being 
beaten and cut by a gang of lawless hackmen, they 
are blamed for the action they took, and steps taken 
to have thom arraigned for trial before the Com- 
missioners.

Criminal Btems, 

A late Galena, Il. paper says that a man named 
Samuel Mills, was arrested in that city for the 
alleged murder of George Maxwell, Franconia, N. 
H. On Saturday evening, the 8th ult., Maxwell 
was brutally murdered in his own house, his head 
being nearly severed from his body with an axe, 
his house ransacked and robbed of all the valuables 
it contained, after which the murderer stole his 
horse and buggy and drove off. Mills is a Cor- 
nishman, about twenty-eight years old. 


A bloody tragedy took place recently near Or- 
leans, Orange county, Ja, Two young men, named 
respectfully Weirs and Parish, sought the hand of 
a young lady. Weirs was saccessful—Parish grew 
jealous, and ata party a short distance from the 
above-named place, he stabbed Weirs six times, 
killing him instantly. The murderer fled to the 
woods and made his escape, but has since been 
arrested. 


The people of Lenox, Mass as well they might 
be, were astonished and indignant at the action 
of the Grand Jury in not finding an indictment 
against a school-mistress, who was bound over last 
summer for a bratal assault with sticks and a heavy 
ruler upon a child 34 years of age, in school, for 
not spelling the word «« fox.” The assault was so 
severe that his flesh was swollen, and for seven 
weeks was discolored and required medical treat- 
ment. 


A few weeks since, a notorious desperado named 
Jack McDowel hired a span of horses at Council 
Grove to go to Junction City, Kansas. He did not 
return. The owners of the horses tracked him to 
Omaha, and brought him back on Friday last. He 
was very defiant, threatening to burn down the town 
and kill sixteen of the citizensjwhom he had marked. 
He furtber stated that he waa a rebel, and was on 
Quantrell’s raids. Citizens took him from the sher- 
itf's hands on Sanday night and hung him. 

A terrible instance of child abuse has come to 
ht in Columbus, Ohio. A little girl seven years 
old has been systematically tortured by her father, 
named Blackburn, and her stepmother. The little 
victim’s hands have been nearly burned off by the 
fiends, and she is a mass of festering scars from head 
to foot. Her skull has been also fractured by a blow. 

The 
wretches have been arrested.
